A Rulcle is a membae compound of Sinnones Liga 
ments, and flefhly fillets; oz as it were thꝛedes, fitled with 
fleſh / and couered with a pannacle. And it is called Muſcle, 
for the ſemblaunce and ipkenelle ok a little Moule: And As; 
uicen faith, that a Mulcle and a lacert differ not, but in this 
point, that a Muſcle hath the ſemblaunce of a little Montes 
and a latert hath the ſembitzunce of a lpttle wozme called 
a Lizard, which are two beaſts that are ſome what groſſe in 
the bodie, and {mail in the tailes. And as touching the great 
parts, they may be numbꝛed among the mẽbꝛes compounds 
But as concerning the lmall parts, they map be called ſim⸗ 
ple mebzes,bicaute of the ſinnowes, toberof they take part. 

The opinion of Galen concerning mulcles is true, which 
faith, that after the muſcles are actompliſhed of finnotves,

And moꝛeouer Auicen 
faith : that Ligaments which growe out of the bones ber ins 
ſenſible members, and that a man map lape to them ſtrong 
edicines. 

And this is the canſe toby Guydo ſapd: that all the liga⸗ 
ments growe out ok the bones. And Auicen faith in the fame 
Chapter, that the ünnowes Which be ioyned with the Pul⸗ 
cles take part of them. And Heliabbas is of the fame opini⸗ 
on in the lecond bate of the allignation of the lignamentes 
and choꝛds.

Pannicles be of a ſinnobie matter, though the burt of 
them ber not lo daungerdus as of a ſinnowe, neuertheleſle 
by reafon of the great lenſibilitie oꝛ keling of the lame, there 
is much danger therein, foꝛ ſometimes they induce a palme, 
that is a contraction of ſinnowes.

Galen ſayth in the 
16.beke De vtilitate particularum , that Arteries differ not 
from veines, but in the place of their beginning, and that 
thele two are ioyned together though all the bodie , fauing 
that the arterie is lundered in ſome parts, as in the plight ol 
the arme and in Theti mirabili. . : 
The l kinne is the firſt thing that appeareth in the out⸗ 
ward partes, and therefoze we will beginne our Anatomie 
at the (ame. Skinne is the couerture of mannes bodie com⸗ 
pound of fillets o2 filmes, o2 as if were little thaeds pꝛa⸗ 
ceding from the beines,finowwes,andfinall arteries, oꝛdai⸗ 
ned to retaine the ſpirits and feeling of the bodie. And there 
be two manner of {kinnes, the one coucreth the out warde 
members, and the other is a pannicle couering the mem⸗ 
bers within the bodie, as the couerture ok the bones called 
Almokatim, the pannicle of the bꝛaine, the cauerture of the 
ribs, and other ſemblable. .

Epiglotte The Epiglotte is acertaine eminence, which appeareth 


in the thꝛoat in the top of the weſand produced of nature fo2 
this purpole, that in eating and dꝛinking nothing enter in 
but the aire. And when ante thing goeth in „it maketh 
a man to cough till it be out againe. And the vtilitie of this 
particle is this, that by the meane thereof the bodie dats 
eth and retaineth aire accoꝛding as it is neceſſarie, and it 
helpeth allo to foꝛme and fathion voices. In the foꝛe part (as 
we haue ſayd) is the Trachea Arteria 02: weſand tcompoun⸗ 
ped of griſtellie rings, ioyned one to another, hauing an in⸗ 
ward panicle which tieth the ſayd ringes one to another.

Ok which 
one is the mouth, whertout pꝛocerdeth the great Arterie, of 
which al the Arteries of mans bodie haue their generation 
Moꝛzeoner, boon the lame mouth 3. pannicles are ſcituated, 
which begin within, ¢ end without,» they map aun were, 
and be bowed backe to that bloud and ſpirite that commety

muſcles that gine motion to the thighs, are greater than 
they which giue motion to the tongue. And fome mulcles 
haue power to extend the member, in which they are ſcitua⸗ 
ted. And lome haue power to dꝛawe backe, as within the 
arme. And the mulcles which haue power to dzaw backe, 
be within the arme And they that haue power to extend, 
are without the arme. parame i ‘ 
T herefoꝛe, when a man bath the muſcles cutte, which 
be without the arme, he cannot ſtretch out his arme. And 
when the mulcles within the arme are cut, he cannot bowe 
bis arme. And when the Puſcles of the arme are equally 
cut without and within, it can be neither bowed noꝛ ſtret⸗ 
ched out, but it continucth euer in one eſtate. Thele mul⸗ 
tles are diſtributed to the members of the bodie by nature, 
but it woulde be long to declare the lundzie motions, that 
they giue to mans bod p, as of them that come to the necke,

Auicen iuarneth vs to auoide this inconueniencie, kouch⸗ 
ing the maturation of hot Apoſtumes, a3 of choler with 
bploude, and counlelleth vs to apply colde and moiſt matu⸗ 
ratiues « And her laieth, that the head of the Apoſtume 
matt be emplaiſtered with Phllium, and colde and moiſte 
defenſiues muſt be laide all about, as an emplaiſter of the 
decoction of Mallowes, of the ſaid Pfillium, of Miolets made 
according to Art and ſcience.

Some are called came⸗ 
rate, bicauſe they haue many cöcauities and chambers, and Camarace 
Ihen incifion is made, mattier is founde in one place, and 
euill flech in an other, and vnder the ſaide lleſh other coz 
ruption is contained. There is an other kinde called albir, Albir. Te 
p2 topinaria, and we haue lene it often in the heads of chil⸗ pinaria. 
dꝛen . There is pet an other kinde, called talpa, which alto _ 
chaunteth in the heades or childꝛen. And lometime this tal. 
pa hath a large concanitie,(o that it coꝛrupteth the bones of 
the head, as William de Saliceto witneſſeth. 1 
Te haue fiene this kinde come with a newe diſeale, 
which in our time is ſpꝛed into all the wozld, and is called 
Morbus Gallicus, oz the French pocks. All other kindes are 
ablolutelp called exitures, and come ſometimes of hot mats 
tier, ſometimes of colde, oꝛ mingled mattier, of which we 
will not ſpeake much, foꝛ as gad Guydo faith, me nede not 
to palle of the names, fo that we haue the right intentions 
ol curing. .

Wounds WE wounds of the thighs and legges mul be cured 
of the as the woumds of the armes, and of the bones called 
chighes, Adiutoria, But the pꝛognoſtications be diuerſe. oz 
legs, and fhe wounds of the thighs and the legges, are moze 


their parts daungerous than the other, becaule of the multitude of the 


great ſinnowes, veines, mulcles, choꝛds, ligaments, which 
binde together the iopnctures. And in the koꝛmer part of the 
knee there be two ſinnowes verie tenfible, which delcende 
from the bꝛaine, and when they chaunce to be hurt, greate 
paine and euil accidents enſue, as a ſpaſme, after feauer, As 
poſtume, perturbation of reaſon, ic. which offen times boing 
the patient to death, becauſe of the tommunion s coniuncti⸗ 
on y they haue w the bꝛaine. UUherfoꝛe Auicen faith in the 
Chap. ol wounds that induce a ſpalme, there be Dleers in p 
nuke, & bicers in the higher part cf the kner, x the lacerts of 
thoſe partes be verie ſinnowie, and thereloꝛe the woundes 
inbuce a ſpalme and fodaine death. Liketwile within the 
legge and without they be verie daungerous, becauſe of the 
great veine, which being cut, tue of bloud followeth.

Concerning the fecond intention, which is conuenient 
purgation, after the diſpoſitton of the bodie, we haue luffici⸗ 


entlie intreated in the Chapter of the cure of Flegmon, and 
by the aide of God, we wil ſpeake moze laraclie thercof in 
the ninth boke, in a Chapter appointed fo2 laxatiue medi⸗ 


cities, Mherevnto pe hall reſoꝛt. But the lapde intention 
is moꝛzeduer accompliſhed by flebotomie diuerſiue, when 


the age and ſtrength conlent therevnto, and when the pati⸗ 
ent is of ſanguine complection, and alſo by rubbings and 
ventoſies.

engender fleſh greatly. Foꝛ as Haliabas ſaith, we muſt not 
incarne wounded ſinnowes, vntil the danger ok an hot apo⸗ 
ume be pated. Auicen affirmeth the fame thing, ſaping, Si 
quando, &c. that is to faye, that in wounds, in which the 
finnowes be hurte, we mak not ball to make incarnation, 
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but onelie we muſt goe about fo appeaſe ariefe,and to des 
fend apoſtumation, euapoꝛating the mattier with cloutes, 
and with hot oples, both actuallie, and by proper vertue oz 
nature, as is the Ople of Dill, ol Camomill, and the Wyle 
of Roles compleafe mingled with conuenient fats, ¢ ſome⸗ 
time with ople of Moles omphacine, which bath vertue to 
comfort the ſoꝛe place. 

Item, ve Hall note, that the adminiſtration of thinges 
much reperculline is not commendable, though many ape 
plie about the wound things greatlie repercuſſiue to defend 
apoſtumation, but Auicen faith , that it is better applie 
things euapoꝛatiue. And he ſaith moꝛeouer, that the beit 
thing that map be in the woundes of the ſinnowes, is vn⸗ 
waſhed woll, taken from betwernne the legges of ſheepe, cal⸗ 
led in Latine, Lana Succida, which bath a pꝛopertie to kepe 
the mattier from deſcending, and when it is delcended, it gs 
uapoꝛateth the fame, 

Secondlie, to l wage paine, and to defend apoſtumation, 
it is expedient to applie a plaiſter reſolutiue with gentle 
mollification . Theſe thinges are god, chiefelp when the 
wounds be large, and when the retaining ol ſome mattier 
is feared. And therefo2ze Auicen hath oꝛdeined in this caſe a 

plaiſter made with things reſolutiue and mundificatiue 
And fo2 the punction oꝛ pricking he bath oꝛdained a plaiſter 
of meales with le, and ſirupe of bineger, called ſirupus A- 
cetoſus. i 

Ulherefoꝛe oe muſt conclude, that fo2 the cure of cut fis 
nowes, it is conuenient to procede with thinges reſolutiue 
€ mollificattae. And fos the cure of ſinnowes hurt by punc⸗ 
tion, we muſt ofe things deſtecatiue and reſolutiue, that the 
humiditie oꝛ moiſture which pꝛoduceth a ſpalme mape be 
reſolued, chiellie at the beginning. But when the punction 
is apoſtumed, and the paine is vehement, then a deliccatiue 
medicine is not conuenient, foo it would retaine ſanious 


mattier in the place, and be an occafion of the increaſe of 


the paine. Ulherefoze in this cafe it is better to applie 
things relolutiue and molliũcatiue, with familiar attrac⸗

ffer maturatiue and mollificatiue, made ol the forte ol 
wheate and water, and Ople, and by this meanes the pa» 
tients hande tame to putrefaction, ¢ the ſeauenth date the 
patient died, by realon of a ſpalme which came ol that pus 
trekaction. And if the Chyꝛurgion had kept the o2ifice ope, 
and applied a reſolutiue and deſitcatiue medicine, with 
ſome attraction of the fubtile fubttance,the patient had not 
died at that time. ei 

To come to the dutianvite of conuenient medicines in 
this caſe, it (all be expedient to declare their natures and 
properties. Firſt Auicen ſaith, the medicine of the wounds 


of ſinnowes, is that that is of ſubtill parts, of equal beat, 4. 5 Gok 
of fainiliar attraction,and with no Wipticitte > and chieflie now es. 


at the beginning, xe mull beware of kkiptike things, though 
the ſaid Doctour had oꝛdained ſometimes hot thinges and 
ſtiptike, as a plaiffer of burned bꝛalle and Tutia.Likewiſe 
he commaundeth to mingle vineger with medicines of the 
ſinnowes, that the vertue thereof mape pearch the better. 
He faith moꝛeouer, that pou mutt iopne with the laid mee 
dicines certaine things of great heate, as Euphoꝛbium and 
Bzimſtone, that the medicines map delcend to the bottome 
of the punction. 

And becauſe (as we haue laide) that great paine, as a 
ſpaſme and Apoltumes, be the accidents, that happen in the 
hurt of the ſinnowes, we ſaie, that they are conuenient mes 
ditines which haue the farelaid pꝛoperties, that is to ſaie, 
(Rie moderate heate, mittigation of paine, and deſiccation fod2p 
vp ß moiſture, and to defend the ſpalme and putrefaction of 
‘the ſinnowes cauſed by humiditie.

this curation, and haue gotten Woꝛſhip thereby. Galen and 
Auicen haue witten fandzie remedies Which are conte 
pound of meruailous thinges, not bfed of the practifiens of 
our time, and foꝛaſmuch as we haue not found great profit 
in them, we let them pale foꝛ this pꝛeſent we haue pꝛoued, 
that the plaiſter afore wꝛitten of meales, lee, and ſirupe of 
roſes, is conuenient for the cure of Apoſtumes in the fins 
nowes, and like wiſe the plaiſter de Sapa, oz of ſodden wine, 
oꝛdained in this pꝛeſent Chapter. 

Finallie, it chaunceth ſometimes that bende Apoſtuma⸗ 
tion, the ſinowes come to putrefacton, and then tf pce cans 
not ſeparate them by a digeſtiue, it is neceſſarie to vſe an 
actuall o2 potentiall cauterie, and we haue often ſeparated 
the putrefaction of the ſinnow with Vnguentum Egiptiacũ 
of the deſcription of Auicen, and with a trocicke of Pini⸗ 
um ot our deſtription, and liketwile with our ponder of Mer⸗ 
turie, ot which we will ſpeake in our Antidotarie by the 
grace of God, ec.

A palme, after Auicen, is a ſinnowie diſeale, by the 
which 5 laterts are bꝛought to the place of their begin⸗ 
ning, and are inobedient to the vertue motiue, ſo that

And there be two kindes of a Spaſme, namelie a 
Spalme pꝛopoꝛtioned to the mattier, and not pꝛopoꝛtioned. 
That which is pꝛopoꝛtionate to the mattier is double, of 


inanition and repletion, Powbeit fome laie that a Spaſme

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not pꝛopoꝛztionate, chaunteth ſometimes by à cut 02 foine, 


faying : That the vertue is pꝛicked and hurt by the paine 
and ſolution of continuitie, chiefelie when the pricke is 


made by an Inſtrument with a fmall head, 02 by ſtinging 
| of benemous beaſtes, oꝛ by colde. Alfo they ground them⸗ 
ſelues vppon Hypocrates, which faith that colde biteth the 


ckinne, and cauſeth paine, rigour, and a Spaſme. But tne

to the bꝛaine by the ſinnowes. And when the bꝛaine feleth 
that mattier, it dꝛiueth it backe againe, by which crpulfion 
the finnolves are filled with the foꝛeſaide mattier, and are 
inobedient to their accuffomed mouing. And ſometime the 


ſpaſme is theougbout all the bodie, ſometime the ſpaſme is 
tauſed by putrefaction, foꝛ when the hurt ſinnowes come to 


putrefaction, a venimous mattier aſcendeth to the bꝛaine, 


| When the bꝛaine kreleth the laid venenolitie, it fozceth it 


lille to reſiſt the ſame, and when it cannot reſiſt it, a ſpaſme 


is cauſed thꝛough the venemous qualitie, and not by reaſon 


ok the multitude of it.

It is 
true, if pe vnderſtand it abſolutlp, that is to ſap, the meme 
ber alone: But it muſt moꝛeouer, haue vertue and power 
to heale the diſeaſe. Foꝛ a medicine muſt be of ſuch power, 
that map not all onelꝑ conſerue the complexion thereof, but 
alſo deſtroꝝ the diſeaſe. 

Alſo where as we ſaide, that a member is conſerued by 
his lpke, as moiſt members, by moiſt things: we faye, that 
it is true, i ye vnderſtande conferuation onelp : but tf ve 
haue relpect to the cure of the dileaſe, xe muſt not onely ads 
miniſter things lyke, but pe tall alfa adminiſter things, 
that both conſerue the natur all complexion of the member, 
and deſtrop the dileaſe. Hus 

Mhereloꝛe ſeing that mopſtneſſe is contrarp to genera⸗ 
tion of fleſh in woũds, ye mutt admjniſter {uch dꝛy things, 
that beſide the natural conſeruation of the member, it map 
allo dzye bp the mopſtneſſe of the wound. ey: 

Thus to conclude, we fay, that a medicine incarnatiue, 
euen in moiſt bodies ought to be of a dꝛpe complexion. 
Furthermoꝛe, ve ſhall note this one thing, touching the in⸗ 
carnation of wounds, that ve muſt maintaine the natural 
complerion of the member, and the nature of the bodie.

Andithere⸗ 
foze Auicen ſalth, that coꝛruption is engendered in ſozez, ot 
the nouriſhment that is lent to the members, which mem⸗ 
bers when they be weakned cannot turne the laid nouriſh⸗ 
ment into god bloud, ¢ ſo it cammeth ta putrefaction. And 
becauſe the vlcered members is weakned, the ſuperfluities 
of other members are dꝛawen to the weake place; where⸗ 
faze. it is right pꝛofikable to comfozt the vlcered meinber. 
And the belt thing that is ta comfort the bicered place, is to

purge the mattier that hinderetg confounding . Further⸗ 
moze, We faie that an vlcer is alwaie a compound diſeaſe, 
but a wound is fimple. Mowbeit ſometime it is ſound to be 
compound allo, fo: paine, quitture, rottenneſſe, and apaltn⸗ 
mation, euill fleſh, and other, are wont te be iayned with an 
Vlter, and make the fame a compound diſeaſe, wherfore the 
kindes of vlcers, as Helyabas witneſleth, taketh their ditfe⸗ 
rence of thee thinges chiellie, whereby they are made and 
compound, chat is to laie, of caules, of members, and of ate 
gincnts, Aud fozalmuch as the ditkrence Which ie taken al 
members is fone knowen, Wie will tate wich Auicen;that 
the kindes of vlcers are ctompꝛehended in two things, that 
is to laie, in cauſes, and accidents. The kindes taken of 
caules, are theſe, venemous coꝛruption, cancroſitie, coꝛoſion, 
bpPlutrekaction,fiſtules, ge. piidnogl e ring 
| Rindes allo are taken of accidents, fo2 ſometime there oe 
is found a diſtempered vlcer, painfull, apoſtumous z bꝛu⸗ 185 at 
led, altered by theatre, with fuperfusus lech, with hard 
nelle and copruption of the bone, at.

The cauſes ok maligne and virulent blcers, are wounds 
meeting the ſuperfluities of a bodie full ot euill and ſuper⸗ 
fluous humours, oꝛ vlcers kollowing enill Buttes 02 coꝛ⸗ 
rupt diet. Likewiſe the cauſes of filthic and rokten vlcers, 
are apoſtumes and exitures to ripe, and cauſed of groſe and 


ſomewhat hotte humours, in which alte the Chyꝛurgion 
vſed long time molliſicatiue medicines, Bollow bleers are 
foz the moſt part ingendered of a wound euill cured, oꝛ of 
a great Apoſtume bꝛoken ob it felfe, oꝛ becaule the incifion 
was Verte lmali'l. Secon ia’ 
The caufes of cowofine'bleers,are ſharpe and chola⸗ 

rike humours, with aduſking oꝛ burning. And therelder 
Auicen fapth , {peaking of the qualitie of quitture, that 
that which is thinne and ſubtile is called Vitus, and that 


which is groſe and thicke is called filth. The thinne ree

The vlcers which ingender a palme, becaule of their 
euill qualities, as Auicen faith, are hollowe vlcers, rotten, 
toꝛraſtue, canteraus, painkull, and the vlcers of Argpꝛoma⸗ 
ter, that is to ſaie, of a Philoſopher, that onelie healed vl⸗ 
cers of moſt hard curation. Like wile certaine bleers engen⸗ 
der ſpalme, becaule of the place, as the dicers which be nigh 
the ſinnowes, chiellie tole which are in the backe, by rea⸗ 
fort of the nighnelle of the nuke, and the vlcers which be in 
the former part of the knee, betaule the lacrrts be verie fins 
nowie, and therefore the woundes and vlters of that place 
doth lone enduce a ſpalme, and many other euill accidents, 
as we haue declared in the Chapter ok the woundes ok the 
ad pate ee ee ne ee 
Further, pe all note that the vlcers oꝛ ſinnowie places 
may ingender thee kindes ok diſeales. Firſt, ik the mattier 
aſcend oꝛ mount toward the bꝛaine, it ingẽdereth a ſpaſme, 
‘92 perturbation of realon, and if it go downe to the neather

And therefore Auicen faith, there be vlcers whole 
rotes are ſharpe, that is to ſaie, the humours of whom 
ſuch vlcers are engendered, are ſharpe, hotte, and biting, 
Mhereloꝛe thꝛough their charpneſle they are wont to ens 
gender great itch, which many times maketh the place to 
be vneaſilie cured.

Wikewiſe there be ſome vlcers (as the ſame man faith) 
from which there l weateth out citrine oꝛ veolow coꝛrupti⸗ 
on, ſo that thꝛough his heate it burneth and biteth the parts 
that lie about the bicer . And theſe vlcers be of verie harde 
curation. Further, it chaunceth ſometime, that euill cou⸗ 
lour of bodie, as white, pale, oz veolom, accompanieth euill 
blcers, which thinges ſigniſie coꝛruption of the liuer, and 
toꝛruption of bloud fent from the liner to the vlcered place. 
Alſo melancholike and harde vlcers of blewe and blackiſh 
coulour, are of hard curation, Ulcers mozeouer of blacke cos 
_ Tour, without feeling, bee woꝛzſt of all, becauſe of their great 
putrefaction. Alſo vlters that haue hard and ſcalie boꝛders 
02 lips cannot be healed, except theſe lips oꝛ ſcales be remo⸗ 
ued with a ſharpe medicine. de 
The fignes which are god in vlters, bee, wohen alter mun 
dification, the bozders of the lips be white, and the growing 
of the flefh is like the graines of Pomgranades. Allo when 
the quitture is white and not thicke, engendered by gad 
operation of Nature. And when the vlcers be touched by a 
biting medicine, they canfe not ſo great paine as when the 
vlcer is maligne. And therefoꝛe thaſe Chyꝛurgions are des 
ceiued, which fate that it is a god ſigne when thinges abs 
ſterſiue with moꝛdicatiõ oꝛ biting, adminiſtred in wounds, 
caule paine, thinking that it chaunceth by the reaſon e 
god fleſh, where in verie derde it commeth of the maligni⸗ 
tie of the bicer. Foꝛ god fleſh when it is touched with la 
biting medicine cauleth little painc. And the reaſon Why 
enill fleſh feeleth moze the biting of the medicine than the 
gan ſteſh, is this, namelie the (enfibilitte, of a contrarie 
‘thing, which is found alwaie in a maligne vlcer. Foz pains

haf euill flech is euer painfull, therefore biting medicines 

by the realon of (entbilitic of the enill flethe , neceffartlie: 
cauſeth greater paine in euill vlcers, than in bleers mun⸗ 
difled from that coꝛrupt flech. And therefore Auicen faith 

thus: Beware in all medicines that ve caule not paine, 

chielelie if there be an Apoſtume oz euill tomplection and 

griefe, pea, it is nerdfull that pee remoue the cauſes Which 

hinder the healing of vlcers, as though he would fate, that 
biting medicines ought not to be adminiſtred in ante 

painfull vlcer, foz that choulde adde paine bpon paine, pea 
when the vlter is apoſtumous, her fozbiddeth the waſhing 
with Wine oz with water of Allume . And thele dꝛying 
things are much pꝛailed of him in Doping vlcers, to bꝛing 
on k kinne when the vlcer is mundified,and perfealie incar⸗ 
Rated. , ! 

Furthermore, the common pꝛacticioners do appꝛoue out 
taping, which doe vle Allume of Koch burnt, to bꝛing on 
Ckinne, and pet it canfeth not greate paine, but it woulde 
doe the contrarie ik it were applied vpon euill fielh . e⸗ 
uerthelelle, ik the fleſh in the vlter be rotten oꝛ cancerous, 

then becaule it bath little feling , biting medicines layed 
thereon fall cauſe little paine . 

And note, that euill fet is moze fenfible and feeling 
than god, by accidents, and that thole bodies are moze apt 
to receiue curation of vlcers, which haue little fuperfuts 
tie, with god complection and god bloud But in mop 
bodies, as are the bodies of women with child, ol them that 
haue the dꝛopſie, and of childzen, Ulcers are not eaſilie 
cured, becaufe of theyꝛ mopfinetle . Allo vlcers which luc⸗ 
cede lome dileaſe, are of harde curation, becaufe Sas 


ture enferceth her ſelfe to lende the water of the firt 


dileaſe to the ſeconde, as we fc vailie in the Ulcers caus 
ſed of the French Pockes, of which we will make a Trea⸗

Further, concerning Ulcers in Unnawie places tober 
the quitture is god, and the blcer lwelleth a little ae 
bout, it is a god ſigne.

Alſo Galen faith, that when Ciwelling hideth it felfe in 
vlcers and Apoſtumes, the man dyeth. Hy pocrates affirs 
meth the fame, ſaping: It l welling appeare in woundes 
and blcers, and ſodainlie vaniſh awaie without realonable 
* cauſe, it is moꝛtall. When he ſaith, without reaſonable 
cauſe, he meaneth, extept it be remoued with a reſolutiue 
medicine, then it is to be feared leaſt a Spaſme {hal be cau⸗ 
fed by that mattier. oꝛ Hypocrates faith; that a Spaſme 
in a wound oꝛ vlcer is moꝛtall. And he fatth moꝛeouer in 
the lame place, when f wellings appeare in wounds, the pas 
tients ſuffer not ſpaſme, neither waxe mad, but when they 
vanich awaie, the ſaid accidents chance to ſome men.

Ulle ſaid in the former chapter, that when the vlcers be 
iopned with ſome cauſes which binder their confolivation, 
the ſaid cauſes muſt needes be taken awap, before we come 
to the cure. Foz it is not poſlible that the vlcers ſhould be 
wel cured, except thofe things be remoued. The profit of mes 


dicines applied in vlceres, is knowen by their effect, and 
therfoze Auicen ſayeth, that ſume medicine is conuenient, 


and ſome not conuenient. & conuenient medicine hurteth 
not the vlcered place, though it cannot ſometimes pꝛoduce 
his effect, betcaule of the euill diſpoſition of the vlceres A 
medicine not conuenient, is when it is to weake, touching 


his vertue € actiuitie, whereloꝛe it is niedfull ſometimes 


to ſtrengthen it, adding there vnto things mundificatiue 
and deſiccatiue, when pe perceiue that it munoifieth not ſul⸗ 
ficientlie, neither dꝛieth inough. 

Furthermoꝛe, if pe perteiue that the medicine inflameth 
the member, which thing mape be eafilte knowen by the 
ftraunge heate, and by the redneſſe of the place, then ve Wal 
diminiſh the ſtrength of the medicine, and quench the layd 
inflammation. Ik pe perteiue that by tho application ot cold 
things, the place becommeth blacke 02 darke, oz bleo, then

Pattion arthetpke, as the auncient and later tyaiters 
AXnectare, is an outward paine of the ioynas canfen of 
abundance of flegme, and ſometimes of colerike bus 
mours, running to the fayd topnets, And arcoꝛding to the 
places wher vnto mattier floweth, it receiueth ſundꝛy nas 
mes. Wiherefore, when it floweth to the fete, it is called 
podagra, and when it floweth to the hands, it is called chy⸗ 
ragra, and when it runneth to the knees, it is called genus 
gra, and when the ſapd humours be arriued into the byps, 
it cauleth the gout called ſciatica. The paine whereof, is ers 
tended from the hippe to the lyttle toe. In the gout called 
Podagra, the peyne beginneth about the great toe. In chi⸗ 
ragra, about the foe finger oz thomb, and they which haue 
this dileaſe, liue in reſt, and plealure, a ryotous lple with⸗ 
out exerciſe of the bodie, which alſo cate groſſe and melan⸗ 
rholike meates, and pulſes, as beanes, peaſon, cycers, ec. 
‘Wberfoze Hippocrates ſaith, that the Grecians called He. 
lenes, were troubled with the gout, bicauſe they bled to eate

beanes and peaſon, and other pulſe. 

This pallion mozeouer, is found in prelate of p church, 
and thofe which were poze men, after ward came to fone 
high dignitie, wherefore they gaue them ſelues fo flonths 
fulnetle,¢ delicate lining, wherewith the iopnas are wont 
fo be troubled, with groſſe & Aymie humours, thoꝛomm euill 
digeſtion. WMherelfoꝛe moderate evercile, is Dery god to as 
uoyde this diſeaſe, and idleneſſe doth the contrarp. Foꝛ as 
pon cankreth when it is not erercifed, fo mans bodie tho⸗ 
robo reſt, is coꝛrupted with euill humours. 


Peuertheleſle, immoderate exerciſe, chiefely vehement 


walking, pꝛouoketh the qoute in the fete, as Arnolde de 
noua villa, doth witneſſe, ſaying, ot much dꝛinking of wyne, 
of great walking, ol often ble ol women, and by foꝛbearing 
of accuſtomed purgations, innumerable perfons become 
goutie. f 

And this paſſion commeth by inheritaunce, ¢ it is mers 
uailous painfull, chiefely tf it be engendꝛed of a hot cauſe, 
fo that it bꝛingeth the patient in deſper ation, to a palſp, to 
apopleria, to difficultie of bꝛeathing, perturbation of the 


fences, ‘ 
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ſentes, and fodaine death. But the paines of a goute tauſed 
of a colde, grole and ſiymy mattier, be not very great. Hold 
beit they cantinew long, and therefore Hypocrates fayeth, 
that ſometime they are not ended in. xl. da ies But when 
the mattier is hot, they ende in. xiiii.dapes, as J haue ſene 
in Iulio 2:4 haue often ſœne, p this difeate hath pꝛoceded ol 
a grole, ſlimie, chalkie mattier ſo b the mébers haue euer 
remained troked, ¢ knobbie. And this kinde ok 5 goutz recei⸗ 
ueth no cure but a palliatiue cure, as Quid faith:Soluere no- 
doſã neſcit medicina podagrã ; is, no medicine can heale the 
knobbic gout. And maruaile not tf the paines of iopnctes, 
pꝛoceding ot hot cauſe be great, foꝛ as Galen faith, that bur 


mours which cauſe paine in the hands, fete, knees, oꝛ haun⸗ 


ches fill the concauikie 02 hollownelſe, which is betwene the 
iopnas, and ſtretch out the ligamentes, inufcules and ſin⸗ 
nowes, and thoꝛow that ſtretching, a great paine is tauſed, 
and no crampe, which peines chaunce fo2 the moſt part, in 
the ſpꝛing of the peare, and in the baruell, chielely in the 
iopncts of the fingers, and the toes. Cornelius Celſus faith 
to this pur pole, that the paines ok ioyncts, come foner fo the 
toes, and fingers, than to other parts. And that this diſeaſe 
chaunceth not to gelded men, neither to voung men, that 
haue not had copulation with women, neither to women 
that haue not their accuſtomed purgations refatned. 

To come to our purpoſe, we ought to conſider, the cauſe 
and the accedentes of the diſeale . And we mutt know that 
one kynde of the qoute commeth ol a colde cauſe, an other 
of hot. And of thole 5 pꝛocede ol hot mattier, ſome are with 
great paine, as thole which come of pure choler, and lome 
are not of fo great paine, and they tome of choler mingled 
with fleame The paines of the topnes,proceditig of colde 
mattier, are mall and moderate, but they are hard to heale, 
and dure longer, as we haue ſapd, and the place where the 
paine is, is ſ wollen and white. But if the mattier be hot, 
the place is red, and in this pallion there chaunceth often a 
little feauer, which is wont to ende when the mattier lea⸗ 
ueth his ſinnowie places, ¢ commeth to the out ward parts. 
And therefoge Galen laith, that in the paines of the Kilt

ceth in the out ward parts, it is a great token, that the mats 
tier hath left his ſinnowe, e is come to the fleſhie particule. 
Further we aye, that this diſeale may be numbꝛed a 
mong colde and hot apoſtumes, and therefoꝛe there be thee 
caules thereof, as antecedent, pꝛimitiue, and contuntt, as we 
haue declared in the treatiſe of apoſtumes. 
The members krom whence the mattier of the fapde 
paines pꝛocede, are diuers, foꝛ when the mattier is llegma⸗ 
fike and llimie, it commeth from the ſtomake, oꝛ from the 
bꝛaine. And if the mattier be hot, that is to ſape, cholerike, 
02 ſanguine, thoſe humours pzocede alwap from the liuer. 
And lo faith Auicen, declaring that this difeate pꝛocedeth of 
the ſuperlluitie of the ſecond and third digeſtion. And the 
members, that receiue this mattier are the iopnctes, But 
Auicen deuideth thete cauſes thee maner wapes. Fick ins 
to acaufe efticient, which bath humourg. Secondlp, into a 
cauſe inſtrumentall, and thole are the waies and condites 
by Which the mattier commeth to the ioynds. The third 
cauſe, is the parts receiuing, namelp, the iopnas weakened 
by nature, oꝛ by ſome other chaunce. Naturally, when they 
be pꝛepared by enberitaunce to the iopnct, actidentalip; bts 
cauſe the patient bath ſuffered a ſtroke in the iopnaes, 03 
an apoſtume, oz hath vſed the euill bretafozelapde.

And though it be fo that a 
fracture chaunteth leldome in the bones of the neck, by the 
realon of their roundnelle, vet there happeneth often in thẽ 

attrition, which fracture and attrition, by reafon of the nos 
bilitie of the nuke, and pꝛeſence of pannicles and ſinnowes 
of the fame, there enſue euill accidents, as great paine, and 
ditticultie of bꝛeathing, ſtretching of the inward ünnowes 
and lacerts, apoſtumatton, and palſte of the armes, chiefely 
when the fracture is in the ſpondiles ok the hecke . But if 
the fracure be in the nether parts and ſpondiles, there fols 
loweth a palfie of the thighes, legges, and krete, and ſome⸗ 
time death. 

The pꝛognoſtication of the frackure of the ſpondiles and 
attrition of the lame, is this, namelp, that tf the patient lye 
vpon the ſpondiles, and his ercrements, bꝛine, and windi⸗ 
neſte come front him, they ſigniſie death.

Illocation (after Haliabbas) is, when à bone 
goeth out of his plate, in which there is con⸗ 
cauities, where the bones are iopned toge⸗ 
ther . Ik the dillocation be little, ſo that the 
bone be not out altogether, it is called dillo⸗ 
— cation not complete , ¢ it is it, which come 
monlie is called Toꝛũion 02 wetting’. And there is a third 
Rinde, which is called of Auicen, the elongation of the liga⸗ 
ments out of their naturall place. Moꝛeouer, the ſaid Doce 
fo2 teacheth, that the bones are iopned together foure mats 
ner ol waies. The ſirſt is like a Sawe, commonlie talled 
Coniu nctio ſerratilis, as ye map fe in p̊ ſeames of the head. 
The lccond is after the manner of firion oꝛ ſticking, as in 
the teeth. The third is alter the manner of toꝛreſpondents, 
as pe may fe in the bones of the bꝛeaſt. The fourth is by 
binding, and in that there is an hollowneile betweene two 
bones, as pe may ſ in the ioyning together of the armes, 
and ok the knees. As touching the caules of diſlotation, ſome 
are out ward, as a fall, a ſtroke, inoꝛdinate ſtretehing of més 
bers, ſome be inward, as groſe limie humours and windi⸗ 
cauſes. neſſe ling about the ioyntes. And ſometime by default of 
Mature, which hath oꝛdeined the iopnts and the ligaments: 
in ſome men weake, and the hollownelle of the ioyntes, not 
verie deepe. And therefore the laid Auicen ſaith: Diſloca⸗ 
tion chaunceth in ſome men, becauſe the hollo wnelle of the 
ioyntes are not deepe, and allo the ligament which is oꝛdei⸗ 
ned betweene them both, is not ſofte, but weake Me ſapd

Diflocatiẽ 
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Concerning the kyndes of diſlocation, one is fimple, an 
other compound. The compound is with paine, apoſtume, 
| wound, oꝛ fracture of the bone, ¢ ſometime with hardneſſe, 
and by thele kyndes ve ſhall oꝛder the cure. 
| Ot iopntes, ſome are eaſely diſplaced, as the ioynt of the 
| . ſome are not eaſelp diſplaced as the ioynts of the 

elbowe. 

A diflocation of a member is knowen when one part is 
higher than an other, and whẽ the member cannot be eaſe⸗ 
lie moued, and is vnequall to his fellow. Cuerie diſlocatid 
tommeth by one of thele wayes, namely, either it is toward 

the inner part, 02 the outward part, oꝛ the foꝛmer parte, oz 
the hinder part. As touching pꝛognoſtication, ve ſhall vn⸗ 
derſtand, that euerie dillocation accompanied with paine 
and apoſtume, oꝛ with a fradure ¢ wound, is daungerous, 
and ok hard curation. And therfoꝛe Galen ſaith, that in this 
dillocation there enſueth difficultie ol mouing the ioynte, 
thꝛough ſtretching, fo that the member remaineth alwaxe 
croked. And lyke iudgement pe may haue of an olde and ine 
durate diſtocation. Mherefoꝛe the loner the bone put out of 
iopnt is reſtoꝛed, the better it is, and therekoꝛe Hy pocrates 
ſaith, that wholoeuer is bered of a ſciatica, and after a cure 
hath the fame dileale againe, there is ſlimy mattier in the 
iopnt, and the legge confumeth; and the patient balteth,ere 
cept he be bꝛent. The maner of this burning is, with a cir⸗ 
culer inſtrument declared by Albucraſis. 

The vniuerſall cure of diſlocation (certaine rules men⸗ 5 
tioned in the vniuerlall Chapter of fractures pꝛeſuppoled) 1 
ſhalbe actõpliſhed by foure intentions. The firſt is, to bing 
the ioynt into his place againe. The ſecond, to conſerue the 

| fame being reſtoꝛed. The third is, to defend apoſtumation 

and paine. The fourth is, to correct the accidents. 

5 The firk is ealie, namelp, by ſtretching out ok the mem⸗ 
ber diſplaced, and by thꝛuſting dotune diſcretely the parte 

that ſtandeth out, into the hollow place. 

| Bye leconde intention ts atcompliſhed by the admini⸗ 

tration ok lundꝛie locall remedies, accoꝛding to the diuer⸗ 
ſitie of the tyme, and the diſlocation. And after that p diũo⸗ 
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cation is reffered , ve mull annoynt the place with aple of 
Roles, and ople of Ppꝛt, hot in the winter, and warme in 
the ſommer, and alter ward laye on a pete ot cloth moyſted 
in the fayd oples, ot ſuch largeneſle, as map compaſſe about 
all the ioynt. And akterward pe muff alfo lape on ſtoupes 
wet in water & wyne of Pomgranades, well wzong with 
the white of an Egge, and mylduſt, and other things afore 
aide lpke a plaiſter, than bynde the member accozdinglp, 
as we haue declared in their pꝛoper chapters. 
The third intention is accompliſhed by lofing the bel⸗ 
Ip, and by flebothomie on the contrarie ſide by a diameter, 
and the patient muff keepe the dyet declared in the vniuer⸗ 
fall chapter of fractures. And foꝛ the perfect accompliſhmẽt 
ol p third intention, we will oꝛdeine a plaiſter, which muſt 
be applyed after that leuen daies be palled, and muſt be res 
newed euerie fourth dap. N. of opie Ppꝛtine, of ople of Mos 
ſes complete, Ana.

fire; foꝛ his operation hurteth not after application, as a po⸗ 
tential cauterie doth which is made by medicines coꝛroſtue, 
putrefactiue, and cauſlike, which inflame the partes about, 
and induce euill accidents, as keauers, erampes, and xreate 
paines. And therefoꝛe Auicen ſaith, that an actuall canterte 
moderatlie bled; is a noble remedie to ſtoppe toꝛruption of 
members, and it rectiffeth the camplection of the members, 
and it reſolueth and taketh awaie coꝛrupt mattier, ſtaun⸗ 
cheth bloud. Holobeit pe muſt beware that pe touch not the 
ſinnowes, choꝛds, oꝛ ligaments, leat the member be wealk⸗ 
ned oz the crampe enlueth. 

And here ve ſhall note touthing confortation and reul⸗ 
fication of the member, that through an acqua cauterie a 
member euill complectioned by colde moiſt, rotted, and bee 
nimous mattier may ſafelie be rectifted and conkloꝛted, and 
therloꝛe the doctozs allow opening of colde Apoſtumes with 
an actual cauterie. L illewiſe, when the mattter is vruimous 
ob coꝛrupt, as in a Carbuncle; Herpes, and Eſthiomenos, the 
Doctoꝛs highlie pꝛaiſe the bie of the laide tauterie. But it 
the member be euill eee through bot 4 dꝛie mat⸗ 
tier, then ve muſt ble neither actuall noꝛ potential caute⸗ 
rie, foꝛ fo pou ſhuld adde dꝛineſſe to dꝛinelle, oꝛ heat to heat.

Auicens capital pouder, and ſucceſſiuelp, J adminiſtred the 
cerote aboue oꝛdeined. And ſo the man Was healed, within 
the ſpace of. xl.dapes. 

Wikewile, a certaine wan called Bruſcho, was wounded 5 
vpon the head, fo qrieuonfly, that a little ot the bꝛaine came 
out at the wound, in the quãtitie of a pele, which man was 
healed with the former ture, loꝛ he was a man of a maruai⸗ 
lous ſkrong nature, and therefoze perchatice nothing is im⸗ 
pollible to nature. 

The viii obleruance, is concerning the dapes, wherein 
the patient dyeth, thꝛough the dekaute of the Chirurgion, 
as When he diſcouered the bone without nerde, 02 when he 
perced it in an vnconuenient time, oꝛ when he entopned the 
patient to a fender dpet, fo that the fleſhe pꝛoceding 2 *

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the bone, cannot iovne it ſelfe with that, that groweth oper 
Dura mater, fo; lacke of nouriſhment. Wberefore atter 
xiiii daxes, ſo that a feuer let vou not, pe muſt giue the pas 
tient a ſtronger dyet then before . Mhen death chaunceth 
through the defaute of the Chirurgion, it happeneth about 
the riiii.dap oꝛ the xxi.oꝛ xxvii.day.
